constituent member corresponding to said environment configuration that 
has been determined to be suitable for executing said unit code; and 
generating said unit code if said file name is not found in said 
constituent member...", as recited in claim 23 and as best illustrated by FIG. 

2, and in such a manner as recited in independent claims 1, 18, 35, 52, 69, 
74, 87 and 100 and as pointed out in Applicant's arguments of 
(06/10/2008). 
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Therefore, all remaining claims 1 - 18, 20 - 35, 37 - 52, 54 - 69, 71 - 
100, and 102 - 106 are in condition for allowance.
